During the year the state board of health put in foree the 
law regarding vaccination which made it compulsory upon 
health officers to see that all children never having been vas- 
cinated were vaccinated before attending school. One hun- 
dred and twenty-one were vaccinated at the opening of the 
school year. 

We have been remarkably free from contagious and in- 
fectious diseases. One case of typhoid fever, one of diphtheria 
and one of measles were reported. 

There were eighteen deaths in the town from the Follayaet 
causes: Convulsions, one; mal-nutrition, one; senile Janene 
one; locomotor ataxia, one; pneumonia, one; arterio schlerosis.

REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Troy :— 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of your schools, this being the sixteenth under district super- 
vision. 

The school year opened in September with but two of last 
year’s teachers continuing in service—Mrs. Brown in the pri- 
mary room and Miss Stone in the sixth grade. The four new 
teachers in the village school have proved efficient and capable. 
You have in this building an unusually strong teaching force 
throughout and the general condition of the schools is highly - 
creditable. Your teachers have shown not only good elass- 
room ability but a proper disposition to assume those other 
duties of administration and leadership that are so essential 
a factor in the making of good schools. I confidently believe 
that your community recognizes and appreciates the results 
that are being obtained. 

The installing of running water last year and the putting 
in of toilet facilities early in the present school year have made 
a great improvement in the hygienic conditon of the village 
school building. 

This building is crowded and, with the probable increase 
in attendance that is gradually evident, there can be no ques- 
tion that the district must, at an early date, look forward to 
providing additional school-room accommodations. It is prob- 
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able that the work of next year'can be carried through with 
the present facilities but it will necessarily be done under con- 
ditions that do not make for the highest degree of efficiency. 
I trust the financial condition of the district may be such as to 
warrant the retaining of as many as possible of the present 
teaching foree in the village schools. | 

The work that is being accomplished in the high school is 
of such a quality as to warrant us in hoping that our pupils who 
have completed the two years of work in this school may be 
permitted to enter the third year at the Keene high school on 
certificate—a privilege formerly enjoyed, but taken away last 
year. This matter is already under consideration and will be 
followed up with the Keene school authorities. 

T recommend that all your schools follow the program of ~ 
studies as suggested by the state department up to and inelud- 
ing the sixth grade. At the present time I am not prepared to 
make definite recommendations as to the work of the seventh 
and eighth grades as there are several factors that call for 
further examination. The general tendency of educational 
readjustment is along the line of the Junior high school—that 
is such a change in content and method in the above named 
_ grades as will help to bridge over the radical break that has _ 

heretofore existed between the elementary and high school. If 

such a plan should appear advisable for your schools the proper 

organization would involve combining the seventh and eight © 
grades and two years of the high school as a four year junior. 
high school with departmental teaching and the introduction of 
elementary phases of high school subjects in the two upper 
grades. This plan is working out in an excellent manner where 
it is put into intelligent operation and I see no reason for ex-: 
pecting anything but good results if it should be adopted in 
the schools of Troy. | 

While I have no specific criticism of the work in the rural 
schools I advise serious consideration of the plan of employing. 
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trained teachers in these schools. This can be done at but 
small additional cost over the present system and should insure 
a higher degree of average efficiency. But for the crowded 
condition of the village school building I should advise trans- 
porting all pupils from both the West Hill and Merrifield dis- 
tricts 10 the village. This does not, however, seem feasible just 
at present but should be looked forward to as a solution of your 
rural school problem. As long as these schools are continued 
such improvements should be made in the physical conditions 
of the school rooms and out-houses as will tend to conserve the 
health of the pupils. 

The West Hill school has been very fortunate during the 
first half of the school year in having a teacher who, although 
without training or experience, has done excellent work both 
in the schoolroom and in supervising the noon hour period. f 
regret very much that we have lost her services—due to her 
promotion to a more desirable position. 

I recommend that, in the selection of teachers for next 
year, provision be made for the proper oversight of the pupils 
at, the village school building during the noon period. There 
are a considerable number of pupils who bring their dinners 
and these children should be under the eye of a competent 
teacher and provided an opportunity for a warm noon lunch. 
The noon hour period, as ordinarily conducted, is the cause of 
more moral and physical detriment to the pupils than any other 
part of the day. On the other hand, if properly supervised 
and directed, very much can be accomplished in improving the 
moral tone of the school and in maintaining the health of the 
pupils. The same oversight should: be provided for the rural 
schools and teachers should be engaged with this specific con- 
dition. 

In further connection with the health of the schools I am 
recommending to the school boards of all the towns in the 
supervisory district that steps be taken looking to ihe employ- 
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ment of a school nurse. At a later date I shall make specific 
recommendations as to the working out of this plan. There 
can be no question that this is one of the so-called ““newer”’ 
phases of school activity that can accomplish a maximum of 
benefit with a minimum of cost. 

During the past year there has been an increase of about 
one hundred per eent in the cost of supplies and, in order to 
properly furnish the schools for next year, a larger appropria- 
tion for this item will be necessary. I should advise asking for 
$450. 

In the interest of a thoroughly business like administration 
of the affairs of the district I would suggest that regular 
monthly meetings of the school board be held at which all 
business be done, including the approval and payment of dis- 
trict accounts. 

Your approval of the following as the school calendar for 
the year 1917 is requested: | 


School session, 7 weeks, Feb. 26 to April 13. 
Vacation, one week, April 13 to April 23. 
School session, 8 weeks, April 23 to June 15. 
Summer vacation. ; 

School session, 12 weeks, Sept. 4 to Nov. 23. 
Vacation, one week, Noy. 23 to Dee. 3. 

School session, three weeks, Dec. 3 to Dee. 21. 
Vacation, two weeks, Dec. 21 to Jan. 7, 1918. 


I should be pleased to see a greater interest on the part of 
the pupils in the school savings bank and have urged the teach- 
ers to stress this feature as much as seems advisable. The 
amount of deposits from February 1, 1916, to February 1, 1917, 


is $54.50 and the total since the plan was adopted amounts to 
$419.00.
